To  the  Kenilworth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report 
for  1963  concerning  the  health  of  the  urban  district  of 
Kenilworth.  This  year  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
agreed  that  after  separate  presentation  of  our  individual 
forewords  the  rest  of  the  report  will  appear  as  a combined 
report.  This  is  in  order  to  save  duplication  and  added 
printing  costs  but  it  will  of  course  be  understood  that  he 
will  have  made  available  to  me  much  of  the  material  now 
included  in  the  following  pages. 

Population 

This  increased  by  over  one  thousand  persons.  Most 
of  this  increase  stemmed  from  new  immigration  rather  than 
from  natural  increase  which  alone  was  responsible  for  about 
one  sixth  of  the  total.  However  it  may  be  noted  here  that 
the  birth  rate  was  one  of  the  highest  recorded  in  the  past 
decade  whereas  the  death  rates  were  the  lowest. 

Staff 

After  some  delay  caused  by  housing  difficulties  Mr.  G. 
L.  Horne  moved  from  Brierley  Hill  U.D.  to  take  up  the  post 
of  additional  Health  Inspector  in  December,  1963.  His 
arrival  will  both  relieve  Mr.  Sillifant  of  the  single  handed 
responsibility  of  meat  inspection  and  enable  a more  efficient 
supervision  of  food  hygiene  to  be  given.  Recent  events 
have  shown  that  this  is  one  aspect  of  the  statutory  duties 
which  no  local  authority  can  afford  to  neglect  seeing  that 
grave  damage  both  to  the  trade  and  reputation  of  a com- 
munity may  arise  almost  overnight  in  the  event  of  a major 
outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  In  the  field  of  meat  inspection 
alone  the  extra  load  of  carcases  to  be  inspected  exceeded 
three  thousand,  representing  an  increase  of  over  one  eighth 
in  a single  year.  Mr.  Sillifant  is  also  the  officer  responsible 
for  your  public  cleansing  service.  Here  owing  to  the  rapid 
rate  of  new  building,  the  same  number  of  staff  and  vehicles 
were  successful  in  lifting  more  than  500  extra  bins  per  week, 
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an  increased  load  of  some  eight  bins  per  man  per  day. 
With  the  space  at  the  Whitemoor  tip  filling  up  so  fast,  it 
is  fortunate  that  you  have  been  able  to  negotiate  for  reserve 
capacity  nearby  so  as  to  make  alternative  provision  for 
your  future  requirements. 

Housing 

In  spite  of  the  improved  return  upon  capital  invested 
landlords  are  still  not  bringing  enough  property  up  to 
modern  standards  of  amenity.  Thus  it  may  become  necessary 
eventually  for  the  local  authority  to  make  use  of  newly 
granted  powers  to  restore  lost  initiative  in  this  matter. 
Closure  and  clearance  of  a large  unlicenced  caravan  site  in 
the  neighbourhood  obliged  this  Council  to  be  most  vigilant 
to  prevent  the  establishment  of  unlicenced  sites  within  its 
own  boundaries.  In  this  the  Council  has  had  success  and 
as  a result  of  its  past  clear  policy  in  this  regard  has  the 
situation  well  in  control. 

It  is  my  pleasure  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  for  much  kindness  and  consideration.  I am 
also  much  indebted  to  the  Council’s  officers,  in  particular 
Mr.  Prince  (Surveyor)  and  Mr.  Sillifant  (Public  Health 
Inspector)  for  much  willing  and  friendly  help  in  my  daily 
work.

Vaccination  and 
Immunization  is  carried  out  there  and  national  welfare  foods 
are  on  sale.  District  nursing  and  midwifery  services  are 
supervised  from  the  Area  Health  Office  in  Leamington  Spa 
which  also  provides  a service  of  domestic  helps  for  elderly 
or  sick  persons  and  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  A 
wide  range  of  sick  room  requisites,  appliances  and  nursing 
aids  is  available  upon  loan  from  County  Stores. 

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

1.  Water  Supply. — -The  Kenilworth  Urban  District 
Council  was  Water  Authority  for  the  area  for  the  first  three 
months  of  the  period  only,  the  Undertaking  being  transferred 
to  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  from  the  1st  April, 
1963. 

During  this  period  an  adequate  and  wholesome  suppty 
of  water  was  maintained  to  the  area.

During  almost  the  whole  of  the  period,  the  town  was 
in  the  grip  of  severe  winter  conditions,  and  although  no 
water  mains  were  reported  frozen,  many  older  services  were 
affected  and  remained  inoperative  for  many  weeks.  The 
Council  acquired  and  operated  an  electrical  appliance 
which  assisted  in  restoring  supply  to  a number  of  premises 
and  water  was  delivered  by  tanker  to  a number  of  premises. 

During  the  period  water  main  extensions  were  laid  in  : — 
Suncliffe  Drive,  Clinton  Lane,  de  Montfort  Road,  John 
O’Gaunt  Road,  Thickthorn  Close,  Lower  Ladyes  Hills, 
and  Willoughby  Avenue. 
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36  new  services  were  provided  and  16  service  repairs 
were  carried  out. 

There  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies  for  domestic  purposes 
and  with  very  few  exceptions  every  house  in  the  district  has 
a piped  water  supply. 

2.  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Progress  on  the  contract 
was  at  a standstill  during  January,  February  and  March  due 
to  abnormal  conditions  of  snow  and  frost.  From  April 
onwards  very  slow  progress  was  achieved,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  it  could  still  not  be  said  that  the.  Works  were 
one  hundred  per  cent  completed.  Repeated  mechanical 
failures  occurred  and  these,  together  with  the  effects  of 
severe  flooding  which  took  place  on  the  19th  November, 
brought  the  year  to  a close  with  severe  problems  of  sludge 
removal  and  disposal. 

Samples  of  effluent  had  regularly  been  analysed  by  the 
Coventry  City  Analyst,  and  whilst  some  results  were 
encouraging,  they  were  by  no  means  consistent,  and  indi- 
cated that  the  effluent  was  suffering  from  the  erratic  way 
in  which  the  Works  had  to  be  operated. 

3.  Sewerage. — During  the  year  a contract  for  the  pro- 
vision of  relief  foul  sewers  was  undertaken,  a 9"  relief  sewer 
being  laid  from  Malthouse  Lane  to  Castle  Road,  via  de 
Montfort  Road,  and  in  The  Close  a 15"  diameter  sewer  was 
provided  between  Park  Road  and  Stoneleigh  Road. 

4.  Rivers  and  Streams. — Culverts  carrying  the  stream 
which  runs  in  a northerly  direction  through  the  town  received 
regular  attention  to  keep  them  clear  of  debris. 

5.  Open  Air  Bathing  Pool.— The  pool  was  opened  on 
the  11th  May,  1963  and  closed  6th  October,  1963.

The  sand  filtration  and  break-point  chlorination  systems 
worked  satisfactorily  and  the  condition  of  the  water  in  the 
pool  was  maintained  at  a high  standard. 
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Two  speciments  of  water  from  the  swimming  pool  were 
sent  for  analysis  one  in  June  and  one  early  in  September, 
and  both  were  reported  satisfactory. 


C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

1.  Water  Supply. — The  public  water  supply  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board 
upon  which  this  Council  has  representation.  The  Board's 
Engineer,  and  Manager  has  reported  that  5344  houses  are 
served  by  internal  supplies  available  to  16,210  of  the 
population.  The  remaining  200  inhabitants  depend  upon 
67  standpipes  for  their  water.  The  water  will  be  chlorinated 
as  and  when  required.  Regular  Technological  checks  are 
made.  The  water  is  not  plumbosolvent  A full  chemical 
analysis  of  the  Birmingham  Road  borehole  was  made  on 
23rd  October,  1963  and  the  water  was  described  as  a hard 
water  organically  of  a high  degree  of  purity  and  safe  for 
use  as  a public  supply.  The  hardness  of  330  parts  per 
million  was  distributed  as  245  parts  temporary  and  85  parts 
permanent  hardness. 

A similar  report  was  made  on  the  same  date  of  the  water 
from  No.  1 Borehole  ; the  hardness  figures  were  225  parts 
(temporary)  and  95  parts  (permanent)  per  million. 

The  water  is  thus  of  satisfactory  quality  but  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  town  has  made  it  an  anxious  matter  to  ensure 
that  the  quantity  is  equal  to  probable  demand. 

Chemical  analyses  were  made  on  6th  October,  1963  of 
the  waters  from  No.  1 Borehole  and  Birmingham  Road 
borehole.  The  Board's  engineer  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  report  of  these  analyses.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

As  the  town  continues  to  expand  there  is  inevitably  an 
increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  created,  with  a corresponding 
increase  of  pressure  on  the  collection  service.  This  is  indi-

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There  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  men  operating 
the  two  vehicles  but  the  extra  pressure  made  itself  felt 
over  the  difficult  Christmas  holiday  period  and  it  was 
impossible  to  avoid  delays  in  collection  of  up  to  one  week 
in  some  areas.  This  was  aggravated  by  a two-day  public 
holiday  and  the  considerable  increase  in  refuse  which  always 
occurs  at  Christmas  time.  It  is  quite  clear  that  additional 
collection  capacity  will  have  to  be  provided  if  the  seven-day 
service  is  to  be  maintained.  As  both  vehicles  have  the 
maximum  complement  of  loaders  at  which  they  can  operate 
economically  the  only  solution  is  to  purchase  a third  vehicle. 

The  older  of  the  two  Eagle  Compressmore  refuse 
collection  vehicles  was  replaced  with  one  of  similar  type. 
There  is  an  increasing  need  for  large  capacity  refuse  con- 
tainers at  hotels,  multi-storey  flats,  schools,  etc.  The 
standard  containers  for  this  purpose  are  of  1J  cu.  yds. 
capacity  (equivalent  to  10  ordinary  dustbins),  but  these  are 
quite  heavy  when  full  and  have  to  be  mechanically  handled. 
The  new  vehicle  was  fitted  with  equipment  for  lifting  these 
bulk  containers. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  proceeded  satisfactorily  through- 
out the  year.  The  Tip  at  Whitemoor  Road  (formerly 
Hawkes  Brickworks)  is  still  in  operation  and  I would  esti- 
mate that  it  has  a life  of  rather  more  than  two  years.  A 
system  of  controlled  tipping  is  employed  and  an  abundant 
supply  of  covering  material  from  the  Imperial  Foundries 
has  helped  considerably  in  maintaining  a good  coverage. 
Frequent  attention  by  the  Rodent  Operator  prevents 
infestation  and  daily  spraying  with  insecticide  during  the 
summer  months  guards  against  flies  and  other  insects. 
There  were  no  serious  complaints  of  nuisance  arising  from 
the  Tip  during  the  year.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  negoti- 
ations with  the  Cherry  Orchard  Brick  Company  to  acquire 
tipping  facilities  at  their  brickworks  are  now  well  in  hand. 
This  is  a very  large  quarry  and  should  provide  the  town 
with  adequate  facilities  for  many  years  to  come. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  requests  for 
the  removal  of  additional  refuse.  This  comprises  bulky 
materials  which  cannot  be  removed  in  the  course  of  normal 
collection.  387  requests  were  received  and  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  I thought  it  expedient,  however,  to  refuse 
collection  of  garden  refuse  in  case  the  service  should  be 
overloaded.  Similarly  the  collection  of  building  materials 
might  be  open  to  abuse.

Improvement  Grants . — During  the  year  34  applications 
were  approved  for  Standard  Grants  and  8 for  Discretionary 
Grants.  2 applications  were  refused.  Considering  there  are 
more  than  400  dwellings  in  the  district  which  are  capable 
of  improvement  this  represents  only  a very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  applications  which  might  have  been  expected. 

Again  most  applications  were  from  owner  occupiers » 
and  clearly  Landlords  are  not  being  tempted  by  the  12£% 
per  annum  permitted  rent  increase,  which  was  given  in 
1962. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Properties. — Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  a report  was  submitted  on  properties  in  the  following 
areas  : — 

(a)  98-106  Albion  Street,  1-3  Mount  Pleasant,  com- 
prising 8 unfit  properties. 

(b)  33-71  Albion  Street,  comprising  14  unfit  and  6 fit 
properties. 

(c)  75-127  Albion  Street,  comprising  21  unfit  and  6 fit 
properties,  and  one  lock-up  shop. 

It  was  agreed  that  these  should  be  dealt  with  as  three 
clearance  areas  in  the  order  shown  and  the  properties 
included  in  the  first  area  were  immediately  officially 
represented. 

Caravans  and  Temporary  Dwellings. — At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  five  temporary  dwellings  on  Grounds  Farm, 
two  temporary  dwellings  on  Castle  Farm,  and  five  temporary 
dwellings  on  Garlick’s  Farm. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food  and  Food  Premises. — (a)  Owing  to  staff  shortage 
it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  food 
premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960.  All 
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the  larger  food  preparing  premises  were  inspected  as  were 
a number  of  the  smaller  ones  when  visited  primarily  for 
some  other  purpose.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory. 

( b )  Ice-Cream. — Three  premises  were  registered  under 
Section  15  of  The  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955.  Fifty-four 
premises  are  now  so  registered. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  October.  The  main  provisions 

are  : — 

(a)  All  meat  must  be  inspected  and  may  not  be  removed 
from  the  slaughterhouses  until  it  has  been  inspected. 

(b)  All  meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption  must  be  marked. 

(c)  Local  Authorities  may  charge  for  meat  inspection. 

(d)  Standard  procedures  for  inspection  must  be  followed 
and  these  are  laid  down  in  the  regulations.  These 
differ  little  from  procedures  recommended 
previously. 

Maximum  charges  were  imposed.  These  being  2/6d. 
per  bovine  animal,  9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and  6d.  per  sheep, 
lamb  or  goat.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  slaughtering  and 
meat  inspection  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

Total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at 
the  two  slaughterhouses  increased  from  11,643  to  14,833. 
Every  animal  was  inspected  and  condemnations  carried  out 
as  necessary.  A total  of  3,4081bs.  of  meat  was  condemned. 
Again  the  co-operation  of  both  slaughterhouse  owners 
greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  supervision  and  meat 
inspection. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. — There  were  two  new 
applications  for  licenses  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  and 
ten  renewals.

Prevention— B.C.G,  (Contact  Scheme) 

B.C.G.  Vaccine  is  given  to  child  contacts  of  infective 
cases  and  to  certain  special  risk  groups  such  as  health  service 
staffs.  In  every  case  a prior  skin  test  is  done  to  ensure  that 
vaccine  is  given  only  to  negative  reactors. 


B.C.G.  (Scholar’s  Scheme) 

The  scheme  continued  in  county  schools  for  13-year  old 
children  to  have  tests  of  skin  sensitivity  to  tuberculin  and  for 
negative  reactors  to  be  given  an  intradermal  injection  of 
B.C.G.  vaccine.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Instruments  to  measure  the  concentrations  of  smoke, 
sulphur  dioxide  and  grit  in  the  atmosphere  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year  and  daily  readings  were  taken.  Infor- 
mation derived  from  these  readings  was  submittted  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the 
Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council.

The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
added  Kenilworth  to  the  list  of  representative  towns 
forming  Part  I of  the  National  Survey  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  pollution.  The  object  of  the  survey  is  to  enable  a 
statistical  evaluation  to  be  made  of  the  concentrations  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  throughout  the  country.  To 
provide  a yardstick,  a widely  representative  sample  of  towns 
in  various  categories  were  selected,  depending  on  character- 
istics known  to  influence  air  pollution.  Kenilworth  was 
selected  as  one  of  the  representative  towns. 

Prior  Approval  was  given  to  two  applications  in 
respect  of  boiler  installations  at  Kenilworth  Clinton  County 
Junior  and  Infants’  School,  Caesar  Road,  Kenilworth  and 
Kenilworth  Abbey  High  School,  Leyes  Lane,  Kenilworth. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Kenilworth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  to  you  my  second 
Annual  Report  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1963. 

Lack  of  qualified  assistance  severely  restricted  all  but 
the  most  urgent  and  essential  work  in  the  Department.  This 
was  brought  to  your  attention  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
but  owing  to  financial  considerations  help  was  not  forth- 
coming until  23rd  December,  1963  when  Mr.  G.  L.  Horne 
from  Brierley  Hill  Urban  District  Council  joined  the  Depart- 
ment. Routine,  but  none  the  less  important  inspections  of 
food  premises,  etc.,  suffered  particularly. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
was  14,833  representing  an  increase  of  27%  over  the  previous 
year.  All  these  were  inspected  and  condemnations  made 
where  necessary.  Improvements  to  provide  additional 
facilities  proceeded  throughout  the  year  at  the  premises  of 
Messrs.  F.  Snelson  & Son,  Warwick  Road.  A block  com- 
prising a messroom,  offices  and  toilet  facilities  came  into  use 
in  the  Spring.  This  included  a small  office  for  meat  inspectors 
equipped  with  desk,  etc.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  construction 
of  a large  deep-freeze  was  well  advanced.  This  will  accom- 
modate eight  bovines,  as  well  as  a number  of  smaller  animals 
and  will  be  useful  in  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  infestations 
where  carcases  have  to  be  subjected  to  deep-freeze  treatment 
for  periods  of  up  to  three  weeks. 
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The  number  of  men  engaged  in  refuse  collection  remained 
constant  at  twelve  loaders  and  two  drivers.  However,  the 
refuse  collected  increased  by  9%  over  the  1962  figures.  The 
men  did  well  to  maintain  schedules  but  the  extra  pressure 
made  delays  of  up  to  seven  days  unavoidable  during  the 
busy  Christmas  period.  By  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  very 
apparent  that  a third  vehicle  would  have  to  be  acquired  if 
a seven-day  service  was  to  be  maintained.  Apart  from  a 
bulldozer  breakdown  work  at  the  Tip  proceeded  satisfactorily. 
Aided  by  copious  quantities  of  foundry  sand  dumped  as  a 
waste  material  by  the  Imperial  Foundries,  no  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  maintaining  a proper  coverage.  It  is  fortunate 
that  this  is  available  as  the  purchase  and  haulage  of  suitable 
material  would  incur  considerable  expense.  The  public 
made  good  use  of  the  additional  refuse  scheme,  whereby 
bulky  material  is  removed  and  disposed  of  free  of  charge. 
This  is  an  excellent  service  and  well  appreciated  by  all. 

Pest  Control  of  rats,  mice  and  other  vermin  has 
progressed  very  satisfactorily,  and  I must  say  this  was  due 
in  large  measure  to  the  efficient  and  capable  way  in  which 
this  work  was  executed  by  your  Rodent  Operator. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  clearance  of  unfit 
properties.  You  declared  your  intention  of  dealing  with 
three  areas  in  Albion  Street  by  way  of  Clearance  Area 
Procedure.  Two  of  these  are  difficult  in  that  they  consist  of 
terraces  containing  a mixture  of  fit  and  unfit  houses.  The 
only  way  of  satisfactorily  dealing  with  such  areas  is  by 
complete  clearance  and  redevelopment.  The  limiting  factor 
jn  this  work  is  the  ability  to  rehouse  the  displaced  persons. 

There  were  fewer  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
in  1963.  This  is  a great  pity  as  many  of  the  older  houses  in 
Kenilworth  lack  essential  amenities  which  could  be  provided 
with  the  aid  of  grants.  The  Housing  Bill  which  is  now  well 
on  its  passage  through  Parliament  promises  some  measure 
of  compulsory  powers  in  this  respect.  The  provisions  of 
the  Bill  and  the  extent  of  these  powers  is  awaited  with  some 
interest. 

I cannot  conclude  without  expressing  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  to 
Dr.  Livingstone  for  his  help  at  all  times,  and  to  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  assistance.

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  is  48,  of  these 
43  are  power  and  5 non-power.  Although  it  was  not  possible 
to  inspect  all  the  factories  during  the  year  a number  of 
inspections  were  made  and  these  revealed  that  conditions 
were  generally  satisfactory.  Informal  notices  were  served  in 
three  instances  in  respect  of  sanitary  defects. 

Pest  Control 

During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operator  was  called  upon 
to  deal  with  a variety  of  infestations.  He  was  mainly 
engaged  in  the  control  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  but 
attention  was  given  to  infestations  of  wasps,  ants,  flies, 
cockroaches,  rabbits  and  even  moles.  Wasps  were  very 
plentiful  during  the  summer  of  1963  and  no  less  than  227 
nests  were  destroyed.  Also  during  the  summer  months  the 
Tip  was  sprayed  daily  as  a preventative  measure  against 
fly  and  cricket  infestation.  28  Rodent  Contracts  are  now 
held  in  respect  of  farms  and  other  premises  and  the  total 
value  is  £220  per  annum.
